Although the injury was of a very serious nature, sve can now perceive lion 
much more senous it might have been, with but slight variation in the course 
oi tile fracture, especially as it respects the powers of the eve. In the first 
place, had the bone been ilctachcil entirely along the orbitar ridge, or had the 
fracture taken a course at the interior extremity of this ridge, a little higher tin 
even a line or two, the depression in the bone occasioned by the tendon of the 
superior oblique muscle, where it plays upon its trochlea, would havfbccnrc- 
moved, the consequence of which would have been, that the power of moving 
the eve in that direction would have been lost. 6 

And in the second place, bad the fracture extended but a short distance far¬ 
ther back into tile socket of tile eye, so as to have included that portion of the 
sphenoid bone, through which passes the optic foramen and around which 
originate all the muscles that move the eye, the power to move them in any di- 
rcclion would have been entirely destroyed. 

Cox of Poison by Rattlesnake. By Hr. finis B. Unri.irs, of Buncombe 
County, North Carolina.—As I conceive that a record of cases is of the first im¬ 
portance to the science of medicine, I hesitate not in placing the following 
paper before the medical public. No originality is laid claim to, my sole 
objen consists in corroborating the practice recommended by Mr. Ireland, bv 
showing the beneficial use of arsenic against the poison of the rattlesnake. 
" itnout any further comment I shall proceed to relate the case. 

On the 25th of July, 1830, at 8 o’clock, A. M. I was called to visit Miss 
"*PP>" ""SB®, "ho had been bitten twenty-six hours before by a rattlesnake: 
she had received two wounds, one on the instep, and the other near the great 
toe of the left foot. Her body was considerably swollen; her eves almost 
closed; tongue tumid; deglutition impeded to some degree, and articulation in- 
distinct. Her left leg, as high as the hip, was enormously distended, and 
threatened mortification; the skin having a shining appearance", with discoloura¬ 
tion, being black on the outside and mottled on the inside with black and 
yellow spots, so that one might have fancied it resembled the skin of the snake. 

1 he bitten part pams her severely; and the inguinal glands on that side were 
much enlarged; pulse low, and about 60 strokes in a minute, and surface cold. 
She tell extreme nausea, and vomited on making tile least exertion. Great 
thirst was an attendant symptom from the first,so much so, that previous to mv 
arrival she had allayed it with an immoderate quantity of water; her bowels 
were rather constipated. Her mind appeared not in tile least afipeted. 

I commenced my freatment by making longitudinal incisions from the left 
knee downwards to the foot, and scarifying the wounds, and then blistered the 
hmb extensively, she took the volatile alkali in f. gii. doses at intervals for 
t"° hours without any good effect. Finding tile circumstances thus, I deter¬ 
mined to have resort to arsenic, and Fowler’s solution not being procurable at 
the moment, 1 employed the oxide, commencing in doses of a quarter of a 
grain every fifteen minutes, for about two hours, when I perceived a material 
alteration in my patient; the swelling diminished somewhat, the nausea ceased, 
and she was able to articulate distinctly. By continuing the treatment with 
the arsenic for two hours more, all dangerous symptoms disappeared. All her 
body except the left leg, (which, however, was lessened,) was completely un¬ 
swollen. 1 owards night she complained of head ache, and her pulse rose to 
about loO, strong, full and hard, when 1 judged venesection expedient, and cx- 
tractcd ten ounces of blood, which relieved her. I prescribed then the oleum 
ncini to obviate constipation, and effected the intention. After leaving the blis¬ 
ters twenty-two hours on the limb, they were removed, and the sacks formed bv 
the cuticle contained from a pint and a half to a quart of liquid of a dark green¬ 
ish colour. The blistered surfaces were dressed in the usual wav, and in three 
weeks my patient, by taking a gentle purgative every third day, was restored 
to her former health and vigour. 

I have thus endeavoured to sketch a case which, from the small number of 
similar kinus on record, I trust will not be unserviceable.
